kong of acase of extraordinary high-handed- 


ness on the part of the Mouila authorities | 


in which tho honour of the British nation 
isconcerned. Thesmntter is still before the 
Sponish Court, and we are not at liberty 
to write fully bout it, We may, however, 
without any abuge of confidence and with- 
out prejudiciog tho issue now involved, 
state the following facta. It was brought to 
the attention of the Manila Government bys 
it is aupposad, a half-caate elerk discharged 
from the Bank, that the agent was sending 
choquesto Amoy without being atatupod. 
‘Phe Manila authorities, with the arbitra- 
zineas that characterises ull their doings, 


without much time for consideration and, 


without, it would appear, studying their 
own laws, pub ‘tho agent, Mr Townsend, 
under arrest. They did not, it is truo, 
throw him into the loathsome Manila 
prisons, but thoy,. mado him o prisoner in 
his own house and kept him for about a 
wook instrict surveillance eo that he could 
not move from his rooms. The charge pre- 
ferred ogainst ‘him was fraud in connection 
with the stamp duties. Tho Agent.main- 
tains that the Spauiah law did not require 
him to stamp the Amoy cheques, and there 
is every reason to beliave hig contention is 
right. At any rate, the Manila Govern: 
meni, owing.to steps taken by the British 
Consul, who, we believe, energetically es- 
jpoused tho.cause of his illezally-imprizoned 
compatriot, released Mr Townsend from 
arrest ou the Sth igst, without requiziog 
“him to give security, the eriminal charge 
against him having beon withéraun. We 
hear. on good authority that the 
Spanish authorities wers utterly wrong 
in the action they took, as their withdrawal 
of the cuso meoins to show thay subsequent- 
dy became aware uf themaclves, We hear 
it stated that the British Consul is -to 
omand an indeinnity for the illegal arrest, 
but cantiot speal. with confidence as yet of 
‘the aetion he hay taken or may take. 
It may surprise all bat those acquainted 
“with Manila that thid-affair, ocensring at 
Yhe endiof last month, was not known In 
Hongkong sooner. But if one remembara 
that liberty is unknown in Mauila, that the 
pres is gemplotely muzzled and that now a

THE FORTHCOMING REGATY. 

A meeting of the members of: the Vie- 
toria Recreation Club was hold on Saturday 
evoning for the purpose of considering the 
programma for the forthcoming Regatta. 


Major Tripp, who presided, having ex- 
plained the abject of the mecting, said the 
Hon. Sceretary, MrStowart Lockhart, would 
oxplain what had taken place in committce 
in regard to the mattor, . 

Mr Stewart Lockhart said tha chiof dif- 
ference between this year’s’ programme and 
last year’s waa that whorens last year’s eveuts 
were divided into events for seniors and 
juniora, that distinctiou iiad been done 
away with this year, because «it had been 
found exceedingly difficult. tu obtain any- 
thing like a large field for tha juniors, most 
of tho men bow really belonging to the 
seniors. tb was thought therefore that 
it would make better sport if they 
roverted ‘to the former -state of affairs 
and removed tho distinction by making 
tho fours epen to all rowing members of the 
club. In going through the different ovents 
be poiuted oft that most of them wero 
much the aame as in previous years. It 
had been decided to give the Ladies’ Purse. 
fur a four-cared open race, asit was thought 
thia would induce a larger feld and keener 
competition thin if it were given for some 
ntherevent. With regard to thn Members’ 
Qup he pointed out that this year it wos to 
bv for defeated funra, that waa to aay any 
four competing ina race and not winning 
could enter fur this Cup. In former yenrs 
it was a gert of consolation raca for the 
defeated crews in the Chairman's Cup raco, 
the result being that the second boat in the 
Chairman’s Cup alwaya was firat. The com- 
mittee thought that giving the prize for 
defoated fours would avoid the certainty of 
the event which characterised the race on 
former oceasions, A new item, in the pro- 
gramme was that af Challenge Eights. Ho 
coutd not state definitely that this race would 
take place because he had not yot reevived 
areply to a lutter which he had addressed 
to tho Hon. Sacrutary of the Shanghai Row- 
ing Club asking if they would kindly lend 
eight-oared boats. It was almoat certain, 
however, that if the Shanghai Olub could 
lend the boats without inconvenience tothom- 
aclvea they would do-ae, It would be time 
enough to arrange the dataila as to what 
form the race wonld take when it was de- 
finitely known that the race could take 
place: Ho then read aletter from a Danish 
resident in the Colimy, asking if 
the committee could see their way to 
add to the programme a ‘Danish 
Cup, to be presented by the Danish 
community, The lotter had jeat been put 
intu his hands before the meeting, aud on 
behalf of the cammittes, it was needless to 
say they would only be too gind to enhance 
their programme by adding 4 Danish Cup 
fapplause). He thought he was oxpressing 
theaentiment of all those interested in aqua- 
tiea in thanking the members of the Dan. 
ish community for, this encouragement of 
sport. They had been long indebted to the 
American and German communities for 
their enconraremont of rowing, but this 
was the firat occasion on which the Danish 
cmmunity had followed the excellent ex- 
ample set in this respect. Ne doubt -in 
former years the Danish community. was 
ao small in number that they.could not very 
well fallow the exumple set by the other two 
nitionalities. The Hon, Sec. th a read a 
fettur from « Germon resident, suggenting 
that the German Cup should be an open 
race, He thought this would not be likely 
to creata such guod sport in this case as if 
the crews were picked by thp committee. 
With regard, however, to open races gene- 
rally he said there seemed to bo an impros- 
sion that races thrown open to all members 
without restriction were not productive of 
aport and that the favourites generally 
wou, Speaking frum the experience of 
about six regattas he could say that so far 
frem tho favourites winning they had ge- 
norally lost, und the much-despised ontside 
crews in training had come in ‘bands 
down. He aieo mentioned that he bad re- 
cvived a letter from the Hon, Secretary of 
ithe Shunghai Rowing Club, inviting the 
mombera of the V. RB. GC. to aend a 
crow to Shanghai to take part in their 
regatin. At one time it was thought 
Hongkong might he able to be represented, 
but owing to the member who was to have 
been stroke having temporarily left the 
Colony the crew could not be sent. A re» 
turn invitation to the members of the 
Shanghui Club bad been sont, asking if they 
could send a crew to cumpete at the Regatta 
here, and assuring them that if they conld 
they would regpive a moat hearty welcome 
({upplauae). ‘ 

Tho Chairman said he would ba glad to 
hear any suggeatiun any of the members 
had to make. 

Mr Braidwood said he observed that 
there was no mention in the programme of 
a xace for sehool-boys, and he proposed that 
a race for school-boys nnder 18 should be 
added to the programma, 

Mr Stewart Lockhart said he had very 
much pleasure in seconding Mr Braid- 
wood’s proposition, as he considered that 
the rjaing generation in Hongkong should be 
encouraged in every possible way in all 
forms of ‘aport. The committee had at- 
tempted one year to get ups ace such as 
Mr Braidwood proposed, but had received 
no entries; it seemed probable, Lowever, 
that as-thia proposition had boen brought 
furward by a gentloman who was in. inti- 
mate contuct with the youth of Hongkong, 
there would not-be the sume difficulty this 
year.

GREAT FIRE IN SHANGHAI 
pamacE 100,000 rants. 

We observe by the Shanghai papers re- 
eoived by the French mail that there bave 
beon two most disastéous fires in the acttle- 
ment. Ag our exchanges wera not received 
till Inte in tbe aftersonn, we are unable to 
give full detaile, but give below.a note of 
the damage done, according to the Shang- 
hat Courier 

Sun-yven's store is completly burnt cut. 

Only the bare shell of his fine stora, yeater- 
day woll-packed with European goods of all 
descriptions, now remains. Wo hear that 
he was insurcd in four jdifferont home 
offices for a iatal amount of Tis. 40,000, 
Tis. 15,000 of whieb falls upon the North 
British and Mercantile office, Tis, 10,000 
upon the Commercial Union Assuranca 
Company (Messrs; Russell & Co, are the 
agents of there two evmpanies), Tis, 10,000 
apon the Sna Fito offico (Mr Phipps) and 
Tis. 5,000 uponthe FireTusurance Company 
1877 (Mosars Kirchinor & Béger agents). 
Yuet Sun ond Oo.'s store was aluo 
well inaured, and it suffered ao badly that 
we understand representutives of insurance 
offices are now in chargs, and that from the 
salvage they obtain they have to cover 
licies to the extent of Tis. 30,000-—the 
New Zcaland Fire Ineurtnce Co. (Messra 
Fearon, Low and Co.), Tis, 10,600 ; Straits 
Fire Iusuranes Co., Tla 10,000; and the 
North British, Tls, 10,000. The Dah-sung- 
jung skin shop, we are told, ia not insured, 
but ‘Tle. 500 will coverthe damage sustained, 
Tho building comprising these stores, we 
understand, belongs ton Chinesa Mandarin, 
for whom Messrs Westall Little and 
Co. are the agents, and they are 
insured in the Phoenix office, The pro- 
perty destroyed on the south-east corner ia, 
we understand, in the manogenient of 
Messrs Iveson and Co. and that it is ingured 
in the Royal. The total amount of the 
damage is estitauted at about Tis, 110,000, 
and from the facts we have given, it will be 
sean tho Joss is protty well distributed 
among home insurance offices, the loca) af. 
fies, cxcopt the Straita one, altogother 
escaping. We ‘understand that Sun- 
‘yuen's safe is not included in any of 
hia four policies, and it ia reported that 
at the timo of tho fire it contained 
cash, bank ordera, ond securities am- 
counting to ‘about Tie. 16,000. The safo 
ja now beneath the debris, and when 
it ia opened, it will be interesting to note 
the condition of its contenis, Sun-yuen’s 
was an old-established and well-known 
atore, and “Els 40,000 ia not too larye a sun 
to cover his loss. The origin of the fire ia, 
ua usnal, enshronded in mystery, but sinca 
the foregaing was written we are informed 
that coolies have been in thu habit of sleep- 
ing in the empty store, aud no denbt tho 
fire is to be attributed to thoir carelessness. 
Bat incendiarism has, 1s a mattor of course, 
been apoken of, and if a story related 10 
us by a police officer be corrept, we shal} 
not be surprised to hear that arrests have 
been made, 


FOREIGN MAIL STEAMERS AS 
MEN-OF-WAR, 

A writer in a recent isu of the leading 
Austrian commercial periodical, (vas ffan- 
dels Museum, devotes a very long article to 
the consideration of the questiong raised by 
tho protests of the Hritish mercantile com- 
munities in Hongkong, Colomba, and other 
colonial ports, against gruntivg to foreign 
mail steamers tha slatus and privileges of 
men-of-war. After carefully stating tho. 
situgtion and tle nature vf the objections 
of the merchants, the writer proceeds tu 
examine the subject from the points: of 
view 9) internativaal law, and of the in- 
tereats of general communication, As to 
the first; of course there can be no question 
of the right of England to grant such privi- 
loges if she wishes, or, having granted them, 
to cpl] them the rights of. ai of: wary 
iB to inquire 
whother these privileges ure relly for the 
interest uf trade and evincide with its needs, 
It cannot: be doubted fora moment that it is 
in the interest of the civilised world.at large 
that the ocean postage should -be assured 
against every inturruption and delay ; but 
the peint is whether this great object 
is beut socured in this particular way. We 
Toust see whether, in our efforts to secure 
speedy and uninterrupted’ conimnubication, 
wo afé-not, takjug measures which lead to 
abuses‘and whic are caiacca tf inines 
public and private inturests. In order to 
Bea whether the meagures yndor discussion 
come under ‘this category or npt, jt ig 
necessary to examine Bret of all the interna- 
tidnal positiou.of 9 vessel of war. Without 
following the writer closely on this part of 
the subject, we may say that he points out 
and emphasises the fact thet if 4 vessel of 
war has great privileges, these are exercised 
by her commanding officer under the 
authority of the nation he eorves, and dn its 
‘yesponaibility. His Government ia answer- 
able for ell he does; his acts are thoir acts, 
aud for his defaults they are answera' le. 
Mail steamers are private property, their 
officers and cro serve private persons, and

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are thus in to single feature different from 
ordinary ships. ‘Tho interests af the owners 
or chartorers are the prime anetor, and the 
State haa noching to do with then ex- 
copt: by special contract +9 freishtora 
or chucterers. For iN saosidy vortain 
fights aro given, but udon when be yund 


‘these the owner, his cuptain aod crew lave 


free hands. Their main business is still the 
earniug of money by tho carriage of passcn- 
gers ond cargo, and their position as an 
ardiawty vessel iv uut in tho slighteat 
degre. altered by thi. circumstance that 
they happen to bo conveying mails. They 
offer no better guarantee than ether yeasels 
that thoy will che tholaws and tegulutions 
of the ports they cntor. It might be differ- 
ent if they had a closer connection with tho 
Governments whose mails they carry; if 
the captainn were directly reaponaible to the 
State, or if thera wore on beard a person 
in authority who acted as Commissioner 
of the Government In other words, the 
commanders should bo Government of- 
ficials, able within their powers to bind the 
State, znd for whise seta the State would 
bo responsible. Tho writer thou proceeds 
to udvacate that this should be dene, and 
he arguea that it is‘all the ousicr now, seo- 
ing that all great naval Powers have arrange- 
ments fur the employment in war time of 
fast powerful steainurs such as mail ston. 
mers are, Theso should be commanded, 
ho thinks, by naval ofticers, and could then 
without violence to justite or poud sunne 
be treated as vessola of war. Finally he 
sugyeats that a convention in this senae 
should be entered into ity the Powors 
concerned, :

THE FOUNDERING OF THE &. §, 
‘KILDARE’ IN THE CHINA SEA. 


LOSS OF FOUR LIVES. 

The S. 8. Iphigenia, Captain: Volmer, 
arrived at Singapore on tho 8th inst. with 
4) of the craw of the 8. S. Kildare, which 
foundered in the late terrible typhoon in 
the China Sea oh the 4th inst.’ ‘The chief 
officerand auother wonuded man were sent to 
Hospital this morning (8th). . The carpenter 
and. threo, others were .washed overbvard 
and drowned. The rest of the men with 
the Captain ure at present ih the sailor's 
Home, except % few of the Chinese (fire- 
men) for whom ledging hus been procured 
ata Chineao boarding house, Vho Kildare 
was a steamship of 2,7/7 tons, only four 
yeara old, belonging t: Mr R. Mf. Hudson 
of Sanderland. From o hurried intertiow 
with the Captain we, the Straits Times, ob- 
tained the following particulars :-— 


THE CAPTAIN'S STORY, 

The s,s, Kildare, from Java to Hong. 
koug, with a earyo of augar, waa at avon 
of September 28:h, in Lat. 17° N., and 
Long. 110.50 E., with a commencing gale 
and indication of a typhoon, the barume- 
ter boing 29.65. Went dead alow to North. 
ward for 4 hours, when barewmoter stood 
at 29.62. Made everything as secure es 
possible and went to 8. W. full epeod, but 
without bringing up the barometer, which 
at 8 p.m. was 20.33. About this time the 
gale closed on us with sv much fury that 
the ship lay helploss, wind steady through- 
vut frum We aud N. by W. Increase fol: 
lowed when increase seented impossible, 
and the night was indescribly terrible, the 
ship lying with her starboard rail in the 
water-and buried in tho sce, 

at widmight barometer was 29.10. At 
3.40 on thu’ 2bth it was 29,89, and at that 
tima the steering -gear gave way, Tho 
hand -gear was theu shipped, but it only 
lasted til Bam. when it. smashed in every 
direction-and the rnddor was cast udvift. 

About 7 am, whilst attympting te secure 
the rudder with chai:a the boat was swam. 
ped, apd two avamen: were washed over 
board by o sea which entirely buricd the 
ship fore-and-aft, The chief mate and one 
seaman had their lega broken at’ the simo 
time or about the same time, Tho third 
mate who had taken refuge in the. main- 
rigying had bis glothes blown -oif by the 
fergo of the gale and the pelting of the 
apray flayed the skin entirely from his back. 
The ship suffered terribly and lost hex 8 
bouta;tho wheelhouse was stozu in and 4 
great deal.of wreckage caused on Geck by 
which three ofhex men wers injured, Of 
thess, two reached ‘the bridye at & aum.; 
but tho mato, who remained lashed to the 
rudder-head and the man with a broken 
leg, did not get forward till about 4 pm. 
From 5am. to 10a.m. the barometer fell 
to 2810 by “mercurial barometer and 
anercid, aet'to Hongkong standard, and 
reached 28°05, whure it stuod at 10,30 am, 
A little before this.s glint of clear sky up. 
peared overhead fur a mumont, the gate re- 
maining fixed at West, 

Abvut 10a.m. the engine-room skylight 
was knockgd in and the engine-room oud 
atakehole were filled with water, whilst the 
starboard boiler-fires were put out and the 
couls washed out of the weather bunkora: 
choking the ‘strums ' and preventing pnm- 
ping for a time, then the ship was entirely 
buried, bug she swung round with her high 
aide ty windward,

At noon wo wore in 
17° Nu tat, and Inne 100° 96, Touron distant 
ou S. W. by W., the wind being’ North, 
weathor fine and baromater steady nt'29°B0, 
Ship, though listed heavily, woa ‘doing 6 
knota, : sot 

At0 p.m. the wind come strong from tho 
N, W. und waa soon followed by a heavy 
sea on our side. > At 20.30 p.m., 30 milda 
from Touron the boiler-fire was ‘put out’and 
and engines stopped, Tho ship drifted in the 
Yight direction ond baling was kept’ up. 
On October Znd wo wore in a sad ‘plight; 
orew rapidly becoming exhausted, especially 
engineers who were being poisoned ‘in'tho 
bilges, Tho breadataly had: baeh’ washed, 
out.of the storeroam, Tho engihedrs “tried 
to pump the ship with the donkey-engino, 
but the Japaneas conl-dust had mada a mad 
which was unpumpable, Every oxpedient 
was unavailable. ce 

October ord, at 7 a.m., the” Enginesr re- 
ported his reaourees at an ond. ' Wind ’S, 
strong, and heavy aqualls’ putting the’ ship 
in a very dangerous position indeed. Only 
ono boat was left and tlint waa a coniplote 
wreck, and at 9 aum., started to construct a 
raft. Finished one at 3 p.m, it to carry 
15 or 20 people. Baling and pumping as 
far ag possible was catried on throughout 
the night, 

_ October 4th.—In the morning our post- 
tion stood thus—Ship lying helpless, ‘4ft, - 
waterin No. 2 hold, 7ft. in'No. 3, and No, 
4 unsoundsble, with wator buricd in-‘eoala, 
No boats, about 3 lbs, of bread; and ‘fresh 
wator dono. No possibility of guitling tho 
ship except whero tio current took “hor, 
Crew and engincers exhausted, some of 
them il], 

At9a.m., sav a steamor and mada siguala 
of distress. She came and rescued ws, tha 
crow getting away most of their-effects with 
them.

THE SECOND OFFICER'S STATEMENT.

roum through the akylights which bad all 
becu washed away.’ All tho buata were. lost 
during the height of the typhoon, . The 
tudder was securely lashed and everything 
about the deck made ys sscure as possibly, 
On. the Slat tho weather moderated and 
everything was being dona to gut the water 
out of the ship and iho chaing wera oon.

At& p.m. on the Sist, having a little 
steam on tho port boiler, the ship was got 
under weigh und steered for Tourana Bay 
(Cochin China), Having » very hoavy list 
with water rushing about the stoke-hole 
very little steam was got and the ship only 
went about three ur fuur wiles an home, 
At 10 p.m. the following night’ the wator 
increased in the steko hele and the ship 
rolled about Feurfully in the heavy. crags 
sou tanning. The fires were put ont and 
the firemen were unable to light another, 
All this time the engineera were doing their 
.best tu clear the shipof water. The.don- 
key boiler was then pot undor weigh and tha. 
puuips kept going to ty and clear the ship 
of water, but with no suecess, 

Disaster followed disaster and ull hands 
wero employed to got water aut of tbe ship, 
On tho Grd we commenced to make a raft 
with booms and all the wood we could’ 
raise. ‘The engineers wore still. employed 
in trying to. clear tha water out of ‘the 
ship, but, with no suecess whataver. Thero 
ras &. strony southerly wind all. day and 
wa continually shipped large quantities 
of water, Towards evening the weather 
moderated, a little, the ship drifting to the 
southward and eastward. On ‘the 4th 
shout BP am., sighted a steamer which 
turned out tobe the Iphiyenia, hoisted 
‘siguals of distress when o boat was at once 
lowered from the. steamer to ‘inquire what 
we wanted, fae 

We then told them that we.were sinking 
and asked to ba tazen’ on, hoard which was 
readily granted. The Kildare would pro- 
bably havo floated four or five hours longer, 
having ten feet of water in her when we 
left. We went on board the Iphigenia and. 
were treated thera with every kindness till 
our arrival in Singapore this morning (8th),

one hundred persons died in the quarters, 
somo af whom wore students, aome copyists, 
some sorvants, and n fow officials, .The 
epidemic is alao in othor porte of the city, 
and in the surrounding country, especially 
to tho north ond west. Tho disease is 
sudden aud pajnfui, and the people daily 
enquire if any good remedy can bo ob- 
tained. 

During tho examination one of the main 
buildings foll in, either damaging in whele 
or in part sume of: tho essays. It is rum- 
ourod that the Magistrate will auffor in con- 
sequence. . 

While tho officials have been in tho ex- 
amination hall, the Amorican Presbyterian 
Misaidn has auccosded in renting 6 house 
for a dwolling. [ is situated on tho main 
atreot near the contro of tho city, and be- 
hind a ahop. Being rentod from an official, 
who also controls the shop, there was not 
‘much causo for fear, Furthermore the 
neighbours are all shopkeopers and have 

‘shown no indication of opposition. The 
other day o feast was given to the noigh- 
boura, in which some thirtoen porsons par- 
ticipated. Thoy all uxpress pleasure at 
having such a neighbour, and all indicate a 


dosire to cultivate furthor acquaintance, 
The house is rented by the half year, and 
a whole year’s ront has been paid ovor at 
the very outaet, this being certified to by 
proper partios. 

It should bo anid that this rental of pro- 
porty bas no connection with the disputed 
piece, which still awaita the action of the 
Governor. 

The Governor ia still in the Examtuation 
Ball, bat is expected out soon. 

The number of studouts exomined this 
year was something lesa than 12,000.-

vantage from the war he seoms to desire. 
The arrival of American ofticers a8 teachers 
to the Corean soldiers, about the time of 
publication, may be only a coincidenco, but 
It looks orminows—and the two combined 
are uot likely to reassure other] nation. 
alities, Perhaps it is thought ao wood 
ppportunity to assist Cores in its in. 
dependent viows, now that thoro is a 
chance of Russia and China being at 
loggcrheada. France haa its Leyation now 
at Scoul--and will have a say in all these 
troubles. Altogether Mr Denny’s essay, 
although full of good reason under some 
circumstances, is a greut mistake now. 
Thore is no ramour here of approaching 
wat—but the country is in a very uncom 
fortable state. The floods bave caused 
great misery, and such scoundrels as have 
Burvived are becoming a terror to poor 
travellers, for not satisfied with merely 
robbing them, the brigands disable their 
victims or kill them. ‘Dead men tell nu 
tales,’ That is the principal reason for the 
cruelty, The authorities appear not to 
have any police fur the protection of the 
pedple, and it is not to be wondered at that 
outrages daily take place. Wo feel the 
sincerest gratitude towards the liberal 
donors to the reli! fund, aud Shanghai as 
usual heads the list in generosity.
